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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/IB04/51885, filed 9/29/03. A reference to the prior application must 
be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121 , or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For 
benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 20, 1 21 , or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional 
applications.

Claim Objections 

4. The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (m). 

5. Claims 6-8, 11, 13-16, 19, 21-23 are objected to because of the following 
informalities. Claim 6, line 4, please expand "FGS"; line 8, "capable" should be "capable 
of; line 4, 8 and 12, the limitation "capable of is not a positive limitation, the claim 
should be amended to replace the same by an alternative and equivalent limitation. 

6. As per claim 7 and 8, with respect to "capable of, see claim 6. 

7. Claim 1 1 , line 4, "a" should be replaced by "said/the" so as to be consistent with 
antecedent. Similar comment applies to similar limitation, recited in claim 13, line 2. 

8. As per claim 1 3, the limitation recited in the last line of the claim does not appear 
to be connected with previous limitations, recited in the claim. 
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9. As per claim 14, line 6, what does it mean by "bit rate range to be covered each 
resolution", as recited in the claim. 

10. As per claim 15, please expand "FGS", as recited in the claim; line 6, "encoder" 
should be replaced by "decoder" so as to be consistent with specification, drawing and 
subsequent limitation recited in the claim; last line, "a" should be replaced by "the/said 

1 1 . Claim 19, line 5, "a" should be replaced by "said/the" so as to be consistent with 
antecedent. Similar comment applies to similar limitation, recited in claim 21 , line 3. 

12. Claim 22, line 3, "partitioning a" should be replaced by "partitioning said/the" so 
as to be consistent with antecedent; line 7, what does it mean by "bit rate range to be 
covered each resolution", as recited in the claim. 

13. As per claim 21 , see claim 13. 

14. As per claim 23, see claim 1 5. 

Any claim whose base claim is objected is likewise objected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 5. Claims 1 -24 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection set forth 
above.
